REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Ladies: 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  my  fifth  annual 
report  of  the  Campton  schools. 

The  teachers  for  the  present  year  are:  Campton 
Village,  Emily  E.  Cook,  a  normal  graduate  and  a 
teacher  of  successful  experience ;  Lower  Village,  Edith 
Ladd,  a  normal  graduate  who  is  teaching  for  the  first 
time;  West  Campton,  Katherine  M.  Royce,  a  normal 
graduate  who  is  teaching  her  first  school;  Center 
Campton,  Rose  Dearborn,  a  normal  graduate  with  a 
long,  successful  experience;  Beebe  River — Grammar — 
Lena  B.  Walker,  a  normal  graduate  with  experience; 
Beebe  River — primary — Amanda  Sutherland,  one  year 
normal  training  and  experience;  Blair,  Lena  M. 
French,  teacher  of  considerable  experience  and  a  hold- 
er of  a  New  Hampshire  certificate;  Bog,  Marion  C. 
Clark,  summer  terms  at  normal  school  and  teaching 
her  third  year;  Livermore  Falls,  Lora  A.  Merrill, 
summer  term  at  normal  school  and  several  years  of  ex- 
perience. 
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Standard  and  other  tests  have  been  given  in  all 
the  schools  as  a  check  upon  the  efficiency  of  our  work. 
Established  standards  are  used  as  a  measure  of  re- 
sults in  place  of  personal  opinions.  They  set  a  definite 
goal  to  be  reached  and  also  indicate  the  weak  spots 
in  the  teaching. 

Last  November,  the  State  Board  of  Education 
gave  a  special  test  in  arithmetic  and  spelling  to  the 
eighth  grade.  It  was  the  Springfield  test  of  1846 
that  was  given  to  their  ninth  grade.  Our  eighth 
grade  did  considerably  better  than  the  Springfield 
pupils  who  averaged  two  years  older.  The  Camp- 
ton  pupils  lead  them  by  eight  per  cent  in  arithmetic 
and  twenty-seven  per  cent  in  spelling.  Our  grades 
were  not  as  high  as  they  ought  to  have  been. 

In  all  of  the  schools  this  year,  special  emphasis 
is  being  placed  upon  thought  reading  in  place  of  word 
calling,  reasoning  in  arithmetic  in  place  of  guessing, 
systematic  study  of  spelling,  practicing  for  better 
writing,  and  trying  to  express  what  we  have  to  say  in 
the  best  possible  English.  We  do  not  expect  to  reach 
perfection  by  the  close  of  the  year  but  we  do  hope  for 
marked  improvements. 

The  efficiency  of  the  teaching,  thoroughness  of  the 
drills,  and  interest  of  the  children  determine  the 
amount  that  may  be  accomplished. 

Repairs  have  all  been  minor  except  the  setting 
up  the  jackets  and  ventilating  systems  at  the  Branch, 
Center,  and  Lower  Village  school  houses.  Jackets 
are  needed  for  the  remaining  school  house  stoves. 
Some  more  of  the  buildings  should  be  remodeled  and 
top  of  some  chimneys  repaired. 

A  new  school  house  has  been  erected  at  Liver- 
more  Falls.  It  was  not  completed  so  that  it  could 
be  used  until  about  the  first  of  December. 

Pupils  are  transported  as  follows:  Beech  Hill  to 
Bog;  Hildreth  Hill  to  West  Campton;  and  east  part 
of  town  to  Center  Campton.  In  all,  eight  pupils  are 
regularly  transported. 

Last  year  149  pupils  were  registered  in  the  local 
public  schools  with  a  record  of  attendance  of  94  per 
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cent  and  18  pupils  were  attending  high  school.  This 
year  28  pupils  are  attending  high  school — 3  at  New 
Hampton  and  25  at  Plymouth. 

The  weather  this  year  has  been  favorable  to 
good  attendance,  but  in  spite  of  it,  the  percentage 
drops  during  the  colder  weather — colds  and  whooping 
coughs  have  also  been  contributing  factors.  Warm 
weather  is  the  better  time  for  good  attendance  and 
consequently  yields  a  larger  dividend  on  the  money  in- 
vested in  the  schools.  It  seems  to  be  a  strong  argu- 
ment for  early  opening  of  schools  in  the  fall  and  run- 
ning late  into  June.
